The  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  1911  on  account  of  retired  officers  are  shown  to 
have  been  $2,916,370.17  pay  and  $454,532.54  longevity  pay,  a  total  of  $3,370,902.71. 
During  said  fiscal  year  the  Official  Army  Register  shows  that  1,009  officers  of  all  ranks 
were  upon  the  retired  list.  If,  therefore,  the  same  ratio  of  increase  should  prevail 
during  the  ensuing  10  years,  the  number  of  retired  officers  in  the  year  1920  would  be 
increased  by  209  officers  of  various  ranks  at  a  cost  of  $698,233.47,  which  increase,  added 
to  the  disbursements  for  1911  for  the  same  purpose,  would  make  a  total  cost  in  1920  on 
account  of  this  item  of  $4,069,136.18. 

Applying  the  same  method  of  computation  in  respect  to  this  item  for  the  year  1930, 
it  would  indicate  an  increase  for  1930  over  1920  of  $698,233.47,  or  a  total  cost  for  the  year 
1930  of  $4,767,369.65. 

The  foregoing  estimate  is  predicated  wholly  upon  the  supposition  that  the  ratio  of 
increase  as  to  number  and  rank  of  retired  officers  will  equal  that  of  the  10  years  ending 
1911,  as  shown  by  the  table  of  increase  herein,  but  a  careful  study  of  the  problem  shows 
conclusively  that  such  method  of  computation  can  not  be  sustained. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  even  a  close  approximation  of  what  the  cost  of  retired  officers 
will  be  in  the  years  1920  and  1930,  it  is  essential  to  take  into  consideration  the  ages  of 
the  officers  now  on  the  retired  list  and  any  unusual  condition  which  may  have  led 
to  their  being  given  advanced  rank  and  corresponding  increase  of  pay.  Pursuing  this 
line  of  deduction,  which  is  believed  to  be  the  most  logical  and  accurate,  the  following 
is  submitted  as  an  approximation  of  the  cost  of  retired  officers  for  the  vears  1920  and 
1930: 

The  act  approved  April  23,  1904  (33  Stat.,  264),  provides  that — 

“Any  officer  of  the  Army  below  the  grade  of  brigadier  general  who  served  with 
credit  as  an  officer  or  as  an  enlisted  man  in  the  Regular  or  Volunteer  forces  during  the 
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C  vil  Waj  pnoi*  to  April  ninth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  otherwise  than  as  a 
caaet,  and  whose  name  is  borne  on  the  Official  Register  of  the  Army,  and  who  has  here- 
toiore  been  or  may  hereafter  be  retired  on  account  of  wounds  or  disability  incident  to 
tne  service  or  on  account  of  age  or  after  forty  years’  service,  may,  in  the  discretion  of 
tne  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  be  placed  on  the 
retired  list  of  the  Army  with  the  rank  and  retired  pay  of  one  grade  above  that  actually 
neld  by  him  at  the  time  of  retirement:  Provided ,  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
omcer  who  received  an  advance  of  grade  since  the  date  of  his  retirement  or  who  has 
been  restored  to  the  Army  and  placed  on  the  retired  list  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of 
a  special  act  of  Congress.” 

Under  the  operation  of  this  act  there  are  now  on  the  retired  list  officers  who  were 
advanced  one  grade  to  the  number  and  of  the  rank  given  in  the  following  table:

Under  natural  laws  probably  no  more  than  a  bare  majority  of  these  officers  will  be 
on  the  retired  list  in  1920  and  very  few  in  1930,  and  as  their  present  rank  is  due  to  spe¬ 
cial  legislation,  it  can  not  be  expected  that  their  places  will  be  filled  by  officers  of  equal 
rank.  Further,  the  office  of  lieutenant  general  has  been  abolished  (act  Mar.  2,  1907, 
34  Stat.,  1160),  so  that  there  will  be  no  more  retirements  as  of  this  rank  unless  by 
special  legislation. 

From  a  comparison  of  the  ages  of  the  officers  now  in  active  service  with  the  ages 
of  those  on  the  retired  list,  taking  into  consideration  the  approximate  number  of  offi¬ 
cers  retired  for  reasons  other  than  reaching  the  age  of  64  years,  it  appears  reasonable 
to  assume  that  the  decimation  by  death  of  retired  officers  will  more  than  offset  retire¬ 
ments  and  that  a  gradual  reduction  will  occur  in  the  retired  list  from  now  oh  ward. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  total  cost  for  retired  pay  of  officers  in  the  years  1920  and  1930, 
based  upon  the  present  authorized  strength  of  the  Army,  will  be  as  follows:

The  expenditures  on  account  of  retired  enlisted  men  of  all  grades  during  the  fiscal 
year  1911  are  shown  to  have  been  $2,208,901.67.  At  this  time  there  are  3,096  enlisted 
men  on  the  retired  list,  which  would  indicate  an  average  annual  payment  of  $745.80 
to  each  of  the  3,096  men.  If,  therefore,  the  same  ratio  of  increase  should  prevail 
during  the  ensuing  10  years  the  number  of  retired  enlisted  men  in  1920  would  be 
increased  by  1,220  men  over  the  number  existing  in  1911.  Taking  the  average  pay 
of  each  man  at  $745.80  as  a  basis  of  computation  the  increase  for  1920  over  the  amount 
disbursed  in  1911  would  be  $909,876. 

Applying  the  same  method  of  computation  in  respect  to  this  item  for  the  year 
1930,  it  would  indicate  an  increase  for  1930  over  1920  of  $909,876. 

Since  February  14,  1885,  the  date  of  the  act  authorizing  the  retirement  of  enlisted 
men,  the  number  retired  has  constantly  increased  from  year  to  year,  and  under  the 

E resent  authorized  strength  of  the  Army  the  retirements  in  the  respective  grades 
ave  averaged  150  men  per  year  over  and  above  the  casualties  arising  in  their  num¬ 
ber.  There  appears  to  be  no  reason  for  assuming  that  the  retirements  will  not 
increase  correspondingly  up  to  and  including  the  year  1930. 
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It  is  estimated  that  the  total  cost  for  retired  pay  of  enlisted  men  for  the  years  1920 
and  1930,  based  upon  the  present  authorized  strength  of  the  Army,  will  be  as  follows:

The  acts  of  May  26,  1900  (31  Stat.,  209),  March  2,  1903  (32  Stat.,  933),  and  April  23, 
1904  (33  Stat.,  264),  allow  enlisted  men  to  count  as  double  time  for  purpose  of  retire¬ 
ment  actual  service  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  Cuba,  China,  Guam,  Alaska,  and 
Panama.  If  these  laws  were  repealed,  the  present  high  percentage  of  annual  retire¬ 
ments  of  enlisted  men  over  and  above  the  casualties  occurring  on  the  retired  list 
would  be  gradually  but  steadily  decreased,  and  by  the  year  1930  \vould  reduce  the 
cost  of  retired  pay  of  enlisted  men  to  an  amount  less  than  the  present  annual  cost.
